Tux lower orders being infinitely more nu. 
merous than the rich and opulent, and the Cha- 
pel being principally intended for their inſtruc- 
tion, it is to be hoped that the Head of every Fa- 
mily will contribute what he conveniently can. 
If the Chapel could be ſupported otherwiſe, no 
application ſhould be made to them: — ve are 
more inclined to relieve than take any thing 
from them. We know that there is as much, if 
not more Charity in cloathing the naked, than in 
covering the Altar: but we alſo know, that it is 
in the power of the moſt part of artiſans, labour. 
ing men, &c. to lay by one penny every week, 
or ſixpence every month, for the ſupport of a

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Chapel intended for their ſanAification and in- 
| Fruſtion, Theſe {mall contributions, punctu- 
ally paid, and accumulated together, in the hands 
of the Treafurer, will reſemble thoſe ſmall rivu- 
lets, which flowing into the fame channel, form 
a conſiderable ſtream. Should it chance to 
overflow its banks, the neighbouring ſoil will be- 
come the more fertile: for if there ſhould be 
any redundancy, after defraying the expences 
of the Chapel, it will form a Fund for the in- 
ſtruction of poor Children, but eſpecially thoſe. 
of ſuch Beneſfactors as can only contribute the 
ſmall ſum above- mentioned. Upon this occa- 
ſion we may ſay with the Wife Man in the Scrip- 
tures, Much Food is in the Tillage of the Poor: 
that is to ſay: The Poor can find many re- 
ſources in diligent labour, ſobriety, and œco- 
nomy ; in avoiding thoſe houſes where, very 
often, more than the price of a day's labour, 
perhaps a week's, is ſpent in drunkenneſs and 
Intemperance, joined to the profanation of the 
| Lord's Day; and in refraining from thole fpiri- 
tuous liquors, which have on the conſtitution the 
_ effetofa ſlow, though liquid fire. By obſerving 
this method, chere is ſcarce a tabouring man but 
can lay by one penny per week, The place in 
which he depoſits it will be as acceptable to God 
= nl 
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as the Treaſury of the. Temple, becauſe he con- 
ſecrates it to his worſhip; but eſpecially if he 
offers his heart with the gift, and reſolves not to 
offend Him, to whoſe honor he devotes a part of 


| the prike of his induſtry. In this manner the

captive Iſraelites relieved their diſtreſſed bre- 
thren with a part of the fruits of their labour, 


The Widow in the Goſpel contributed her mite
